In  submitting  their  annual  report,  the  Fire  Wards 
are  pleased  to  say  that  there  have  been  no  very  disas- 
trous fires  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  but  one  general  alarm  sounded. 

We  have  had  eight  chimney  fires,  two  of  which 
caused  damage  to  the  buildings.  Damage  from  both 
fires  covered  by  insurance. 

There  was  also  a  fire  at  the  Folsom  Place  at  Paper 
Mill  Village,  caused  from  keeping  ashes  in  wooden  bar- 
rels, in  the  shed.     No  insurance. 

The  pump  for  which  money  was  raised  last  March 
has  been  installed  on  the  fire  truck  and  has  been  tried 
out  and  proved  satisfactory,  and  we  feel  that  the  town 
now  has  a  piece  of  fire  apparatus  of  which  they  can 
well  be  proud. 

In  testing  the  850  feet  of  leading  fire  hose,  which 
the  town  owned,  it  was  found  that  only  200  feet  were 
serviceable.  The  old  hose  has  now  been  replaced  so 
the  town  now  has  850  feet  of  strong  hose. 

We  wish  again  to  urge  all  building  owners  to  try 
and  keep  their  chimneys  cleaned  out  and  by  so  doing- 
help  keep  down  a  large  number  of  needless  chimney 
fire-.

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  the  usual  minor 
repairs.,  such  as  setting  glass,  replacing  shades,  etc. 

No.  8  has  not  required  extensive  repair.  The  roof 
was  repaired,  the  chimneys  topped  out,  and  the  wood 
shed  clapboarded.  The  shed  and  shop  were  painted 
and  the  shop  was  wired  for  lights. 

The  ceiling  in  the  lower  entry  is  in  bad  shape  and 
needs  attention  in  the  near  future.  The  pump  and  sink 
which  are  in  the  entry  are  frozen  practically  all  winter. 

We  were  obliged  to  shingle  No.  2  last  summer  and 
put  temporary  support  under  the  floor,  which  needs 
permanent  repairs  soon.  The  floor  joists  are  decayed 
and  it  would  be  hard  to  designate  actual  repair  until 
the  floor  is  uncovered. 

No  money  was  expended  at  No.  4,  a  school  not  in 
use. 

At  No.  5  we  were  obliged  to  exchange  stoves,  tak- 
ing the  one  from  No.  16  to  replace  one  beyond  prac- 
tical repair. 

At  No.  13  no  repairs  of  any  extent  were  made. 

No.  15  has  a  new  flag.  Pole  and  bracket  replace  the 
old  pole  in  the  yard  which  was  beyond  use. 

No.  16  was  not  in  use  and  no  repairs  were  made. 

The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  the  citizens 
of  the  district  for  their  help  and  the  co-operation 
shown  in  the  past  year  in  school  matters.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  School  Board  and  Residents  of  New 

Boston  District : 

In  this  report,  the  fourth  I  have  had  the  privilege 
of  submitting,  the  items  covered  during  this  period  are 
the  recurring  and  common  ones  of  the  school  year. 

In  the  High  School  this  year  Mr.  C.  A.  Lyon  is 
serving  as  Headmaster  for  the  third  year.  Miss  Made- 
leine Eastman,  teaching  Latin,  French,  Economics  and 
Algebra,  is  with  us  for  her  second  year.  Miss  Blanche 
Dodge,  teaching  four  periods  of  English  daily,  is  also 
in  her  second  year's  teaching  in  High  School. 

Other  teachers :  Xo.  2,  Mrs.  Nellie  Chauncey ;  No. 
5,  Miss  Ruth  Palmer  ; ;  No.  8,  Primary,  Miss  Dorothy 
Prentiss ;  No.  8,  Grammar,  Miss  Beatrice  Pettengill ; 
No.  13,  Mrs.  Jennie  Colburn  ;  No.  15,  Miss  Aimee  Stev- 
ens. The  news  teachers  are  Miss  Palmer,  Miss  Prentiss 
and  Miss  Pettengill.  Miss  Palmer  began  teaching  this 
year.  Miss  Prentiss  and  Miss  Pettengill  have  both  had 
previous  teaching  experience  before  coming  to  New 
Boston. 

The  enrollment  in  Lligh  School  has  been  about  45, 
just  about  as  last  year.  In  the  one  room  schools  the 
number  are  about  the  same  as  before.  In  the  village 
schools  the  Grammar  has  had  to  take  care  of  forty - 
three  this  year.  When  the  new  seats  were  put  in  two 
years  ago  forty  were  thought  to  be  sufficient.  While 
the  room  can  accommodate  more,  a  teacher  having  four 
grades,  and  all  the  work,  should  not  be  expected  to  take 
care  of  more  than  forty,  if  best  results  are  to  be  ex- 
pected. 

Of  the  five  graduates  from  grade  eight  last  June 
four  have  entered  High   School.     Among     the     recent 
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graduates  of  the  High  School  the  following  have  enter- 
ed various  other  educational  institutions  : 

Dartmouth,  Homer  Dodge.  New  Hampshire  Uni- 
versity, Carolyn  Dodge,  John  Todd,  Clarence  Holt ; 
Boston  University,  Henry  Dodge,  Donald  Fraser; 
Northeastern  University,  Clarence  Boulter ;  Simmons 
College,  Elise  Holt ;  Plymouth  Normal  School,  Ellen 
Barr,  Gertrude  Wahls ;  Business  College,  William 
Dotey. 

By  means  of  a  questionnaire  distribution  among  the 
students  now  in  High  School,  Mr.  Lyons  has  found  that 
a  rather  surprisingly  large  number  hope  to  continue 
their  training  beyond  High  School.  The  results  indi- 
cate the  following  "hopes''  and  intentions. 

Desiring  to  enter  college  7 

Desiring  to  enter  Normal  School  6 

Desiring  to   enter  Business   School  4 

Desiring   other   training  12

In  other  words  two-thirds  of  these  students  "hope" 
to  go  on  with  their  training.  This  emphasizes  the  ne- 
cessity that  our  work  in  High  School  must  be  the  best 
possible  we  can  provide,  in  order  to  fit  as  best  we  may 
these  young  people  for  the  "next  step." 

This  is  the  third  year  of  the  Agricultural  work  in 
the  High  School.  The  report  of  the  "Projects"  will 
indicate  the  type  of  work  and  the  business  like  way  of 
handling  these.  All  items  of  expense  are  carefully  re- 
corded, as  well  as  any  item  of  income.  In  this  way  the 
profit  may  be  accurately  known,  rather  than  guessed  at.

The  results  of  this  work  have  a  three-fold  signifi- 
cance, namely,  that  the  pupils  are  working,  learning 
and  earning. 

This  is  vocational  agricnltnre  in  reality. 

Of  the  one  room  buildings  in  use  all  are  in  very 
good  condition  excepting  No.  2,  which  will  have  to  have 
considerable  work  done.  This  may  require  taking  up 
of  the  floor,  placing  of  new  sills  and  re-floored. 

The  completion  of  the  work  on  walls  and  ceilings  of 
the  building  at  the  village  should  be  completed.  Black- 
boards'in  the  building  are  needed.  When  these  two  in- 
side improvements  are  made  the  building  will  be  in 
good  shape.  Last  fall  "fire-exit"  locks  were  placed 
on  the  doors  in  order  to  comply  with  state  laws  apply- 
ing to  school  buildings.  Also,  to  lessen  the  fire  risk, 
extinguishers  have  been  put  in. 

I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the 
School  Board  and  teachers.
